Owing to the comparatively small amount of paper 
or gold in circulation and to the discomfort of carry- 
ing about large sums of silver, only an almost in- 
finitesimal few local buyers pay cash for anything. 
\ll accounts are collected at the end of the month. 

The effect of this practice could hardly fail to be 
demoralizing—and it is to the last degree. It puts 
the whole community on the credit plane of the mem 
bers of a club—on their honor, “as gentlemen and men 
of sufficient means to be clubmen”; and in a com- 
munity of a hundred or a thousand or a million souls 
one can easily figure out what the results must be: 
Debt, discredit, degradation, discouragement, for the 
vast majority. 

The use of retail credit is a virtual betrayal of primi- 
tive methods, impoverished communities and an in- 
ferior and passe civilization. The higher the civiliza- 
tion and the more progressive the section the less the 
amount of retail credit asked for and givén. The cash 
register is forging to the front as the cardinal index of 
It can be laid down as a 
broad generic rule that the commercial status of a 
city can be largely determined by the ratio of goods 
purchased at retail for cash to those purchased at retail 
on credit. The improvident savage, wealthy perhaps 
in raw material, but destitute of currency, must either 
barter or else secure credit until such time as he can 
sell his crops, hides, etc., and pay his bills. The pros- 
perous mechanic, professional man or fellow-trades- 
man should always be provided with enough ready 


up-to-date commercialism. 


cash to pay his way as he goes along, stimulating all 
lines of business, including his own, by forcing dol- 
lars to increase their nimbleness and to circulate as 
rapidly as possible. 
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In China go per cent of all retail business is done on 
credit. In New York City go per cent is done on a 
cash basis. Commercial prosperity evidently travels 
from its nadir to its zenith along the lines of paying as 
you go. 

Why not look this credit question fairly and square- 
ly in the face. Are you a banker? Have you the 
means to set up as a money loaner? Have you that 
peculiar acumen that enables you to lend money ju- 
diciously? If so, then give credit. There is no differ- 
ence in loaning one of your customers $100 in cash at 
6 per cent on 60 days’ time or giving merchandise 
on the same basis. 

We would be pleased to know the difference between 
loaning a customer $100 in cash at 6 per cent, on sixty 
days’ time or giving merchandise of same amount for 
a like period of time. The dealer has no collateral in 
either case, and if he seeks to recover the legal remedy 
is the same. Is not the difference in question merely 
the difference of a small percentage of profit on the 
merchandise in excess of the interest on the money ? 

Yet retailers resort to every device known to human 
ingenuity to induce people to accept their loan of mer- 
chandise, while they demand collateral and subject the 
applicant for a loan of money to a most searching ex- 
amination as to his ability to pay. What is responsible 
for this condition? Competition, the desire for su- 
premacy in business, the hope of gain, and perhaps 
the struggle against adverse circumstances and even- 
tual failure. We must admit, however, that this is ab- 
normal and unhealthy. Even with the expectation of 
the retailer's profit there is no justification for the mak- 
ing of such credits and the taking of such chances with 
commodities placed in trust in the dealer’s hands as 
a merchant by those who have confidence in their ability 
to pay. It ought to be a rule with retail dealers in 
hardware and other lines that we would not credit a 
man for merchandise to whom we would not loan 
money. 

Has the retail trade a full realization of the fact that 
if the enormous sum charged off annually as losses 
from bad debts could be saved, the cost of merchandise 
could be reduced and the profits of merchandising 
increased to a very great extent? The ideal business 
is organized upon the basis of no losses from bad debts. 
Those losses come, however, to every merchant selling 
on credit. To maintain a fair margin of profit, the 
merchant is eventually compelled to add to the selling 
price of the article he sells a certain percentage to make 
good this loss. This is true of every merchant, trom 
the producer down to the retail dealer who sells the 
article to the consumer, and the pity is that this same 
consumer does not realize who pays for it in the end, 
or comprehend the fact that through his indifference to 
business obligations, he adds eventually to the cost of 
the very food and fuel, clothing and shelter he enjoys. 

“Chit” may do for the lassitude of oriental trade, 
where few sales and exorbitant profits are the rule, but 
progressive western merchants should learn to discard 
this primitive and illogical system of doing business. 


Those merchants who would introduce a_ higher 


plane of commercialism into their community and cause 
their local business pendulum to swing toward New 


York rather than Pekin should begin a campaign of 
education on the value of cash trading. 

Every individual in the community, from the pro- 
ducer to the importer or broker; from the wholesaler 
and retailer down to the consumer, should be gently 
but firmly educated so that he will disabuse his mind 
of the idea that when he buys a bill of goods and re- 
ceives credit he has conferred a favor upon the seller, 
and until there is a better understanding and apprecia- 
tion of this fact the prevailing conditions cannot be ma- 
terially improved. 

It is the special duty of all retail merchants to so 
handle their credits at to correct this false impression, 
which prevails most largely among the customers, who 
are the people to whom the retailer sells his goods. 
lt is a well-known fact that many who in other ways 
transact business on business principles have a shock- 
ing disregard for the debts they owe to retail dealers, 
and it is this unjust and illogical discrimination which 
disturbs the whole credit system, for, as a matter of 
fact, produce and wares are not actually paid for, no 
matter how many hands they pass through, until thev 
reach the consumer and are paid for by him. 

Moral—Do a cash business.

Tue United States Court of Appeals has dealt a 
hody blow to combinations of capita! formed in re- 
straint of trade by its decision on April 9th in the 
Northern Securities merger case, which not only ren- 
ders that titanic combination of capita! as defunct as a 
bullet-riddled alley canine, but it blocks seven other 
railroad mergers whose formation hinged on this de- 
cision. The court takes the ground that the power of 
congress to regulate interstate commerce comprises 
the right to enact a law prohibiting the citizen frem 
entering into private contracts which directly and sub- 
stantially regulate commerce among the states. When 
the right of the citizen to make contracts—the prin- 
ciple of freedom of contract—clashes with the right of 
congress to regulate commerce, the right of the citizen 
is held to be inferior.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MANUFACTURERS 
WILL MEET. 





The National Association of Manufacturers will 
hold their convention at the St. Charles Hotel, New 
Orleans, on April 14th. 

President D. M. Parry has prepared an address to be 
delivered at this meeting of the association, 
which will be read with marked interest. Mr. Parry 
will warn the manufacturers that, while organized 
labor was defeated in its recent attempt to secure the 
anti-injunction and eight-hour laws in Congress, the 
contest is by no means over, for the fight will be re- 
newed in the next Congress. He will say that the 
fight against organized labor is, in a measure, a de- 
parture from the former conservative policy of the as- 
sociation, but that union labor has grown to the extent 
that a counter organization among manufacturers is 
necessary ; that organized labor owes its present power 
mainly to the support of public opinion, which it has 
obtained through constant agitation, and that the peo- 
ple thinking of the “poor workingman” have lost sight 
of the grave issues at stake. Mr. Parry will further 
declare that organized labor denounces combines, but 
itself is the greatest combine of the times. It is the 
“muscle trust,” the combine of the men who make 
their living by manual labor. 

Referring to organized labor at Chicago, he will de- 
clare that city to be the stronghold of unionism in this 
country and the place where “the tyranny of organ- 
ized labor has reached its greatest oppression. Polit- 
ical chicanery and organized labor have joined hands 
to muct the business interests of the city. From Chi- 
cago emanates that great stream of socialistic virus 
which, if allowed to flow unrestricted, will poison the 
entire nation. Chicago trades unionism is a menace to 
all decent and law-abiding citizens.” 

In respect to arbitration, he will contend that it is 
not the time to talk of arbitration or joint agreements. 
To arbitrate matters of wages and hours is to intro- 
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duce artificial methods, and an equitable arrangement 
as to either cannot be effected artificially. The com- 
pulsory arbitration in New Zealand is a failure, he 
says, as it must be a failure everywhere. 

“Organized labor,” he says, “knows only the law 
of physical force, the laws of the Huns and Vandals, 
the laws of the savage. It is a despotism in the midst 
of a liberty-loving people. Its history is stained with 
blood and ruin. Wrongs committed by it cry unto 
Heaven. It demands of Congress the privilege of vio- 
lating laws against the destruction of property.”

ODD TYPES OF COOKING DEVICES. 
The writer has been in the vicinity of the islands of 
Mindanoa, Sulu group, Borneo, and the Ladrones 
since the outbreak of the war in the Philippines. I 









































Crude processes of Native Cooking. 
came down here as an enlisted man and remained after 
the regiment went home. Like many others, I sought 
to go into some line of business, for the chances were 
then excellent, as they are now, for men who under- 
stand sheet metal working, plumbing, sanitary engi- 
neering, etc. I thought the readers of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN might be .interested in the cooking utensils 
and devices as employed by these people of the far 
south sea islands. Even the higher classes of Filipino, 
Moro and Malays appear to have no effective cooking 
apparatus. Now and then one may find that a sugar 
planter or tobacco grower of influence and wealth has 
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sent off to Spain or some other country for a modern 
pattern of cooking range, but as a rule this is rare. 
The best of the natives possess merely a contrivance 
erected of stone and brick on the oven plan, with 
masonry so arranged that fires can be made and baking 
and general cooking accomplished. The middle class- 
es do not even possess these ovens and they resort

to arrangements of stones between~ which fires are 
made, while the articles to be cooked are placed above. 
The lower classes use any sort of way for cooking, 
from the digging of a hole in the earth to making a lit- 
tle stone heap. I stopped many weeks at houses of 
natives on Mindanoa and other islands near the equa- 
tor where the people for years have each meal time 
gone through the same labor of arranging stones under 
the house or in the yard for the purpose of making 
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a cooking place. More time is expended in arranging 
for the cooking than is required to effect the cooking. 
AN OPPORTUNITY FOR STOVE MANUFACTURERS. 

The attached drawings were made by your corre- 
spondent from the various descriptions of cooking de- 
vices used by the natives. In nearly all instances 
where imported stoves have been used, the owners are 
pleased with the results and undoubtedly the natives 
would purchase freely of up-to-date patterns of simple 
make and low cost if offered the chance. 

One of the better classes of fire places used by the 
natives is shown in Fig. 1, as it is provided with stone 
sides. These sides are marked a. The hole is dug 
about three feet deep and about the same width and 
breadth. It is then walled up and the pole for sup- 
porting the kettle is laid across as shown at b. A very 
intense fire can be made and effective cooking results 
if the native understands the process. Sometimes the 
natives merely run a pole across between the forks 
of tree trunks as represented in Fig. 2. The kettle is 
marked c¢ and the fire d. 

CYLINDRICAL IN FORM. 

I noticed that some of the natives in the localities 
near the larger towns used cylindrical formed cooking 
devices very similar to the one presented in Fig. 3. 
This is made of sheet metal, about two and one-half 
feet high and about eight inches in diameter. The top 
is left open. A door is provided for at e. The fire is 
made of charcoal and the heat obtained is surprising. 
The articles of food to be baked or cooked are placed 
upon trays or pans and these are arranged over the top 
of the cylinder in such manner as to receive the heat 
of the fire. The writer met with instances of fairly 
well planned ovens, in which fire bricks were used. The 
natives make a form of fire brick which withstands the 
heat of the fire for many years. There is a type of 
clay available for this purpose. These bricks are 
meédeled by hand and pressed, then baked, an when 
ready for use are built up into a design of house or out- 
door oven after the pattern exhibited in Fig. 4. A 
chimney is adjusted at f. These ovens are in use by 
the United States bake shops for cooks of companies 
in isolated stations. The style of oven is good for the 
hot: countries, but of course cannot possibly fill the 
requirements so well as the modern metal cooking 
range. Vast quantities of fire wood are always wast- 
ed, much heat is lost, and the baking is very irregular. 


AS TO UTENSILS. 


It may interest the readers of THE AMERICAN ARTI- 
SAN to have a brief account given of some of the tools 
used by the native housewives and others. 

Fig. 5 is a form of poker used, made with a metal 
handle, and in the end is placed a twisted combination 
of rod work with which the natives stir and rake at the 
fuel. In Fig. 6 is the form of hod used. There is very 
little coal in use in the islands referred to. The na- 
tives burn wood, charcoal, cocoanut husks, nuts, etc. 
The drawing shows a tube or cylinder of bamboo, 
about three feet high and several inches in diameter 
filled with nut shells A for burning purposes. A na- 
tive made shovel is presented in Fig. 7 constructed 
with an oval-shaped blade fixed to a handle, all wood, 
but serviceable. Tongs may also be seen in use among 


the natives, and Fig. 8 is a sketching the writer made 
of one pair wrought out by the town blacksmith in two 
or three days’ labor, from an old piece of a carriage 
tire. The charge was sixty cents for the labor as the 
smiths calculate upon receiving about twenty cents per 
day for wages. 

IN THE LINE OF PIPES. 

Fig. 9 shows one of the patterns of pipes used by 
the natives in fireplaces. It is made of a cement-like 
stock in the center, indicated j, which stock is modeled 
about a wood form and allowed to dry. Then a casing 
is put on of clay i and the pipe is ready for use. 

STOVE MADE FOR TROOPS. 

The American bakers of troops of the United States 
army stationed in the islands have given good instruc- 
tions to some of the native plumbers and pipe fitters 
and as a result one may see model stoves made of sheet 
metal shaped like that shown in Fig. 10. These stoves 
burn out in a few months, unless the parts exposed to 
the heat are protected with brick or fire clay, but while 
they last good work is assured. There is usually an 
abundance of sheet metal available because Spain has 
been shipping sheet metal into the islands for many 
years for purposes of covering nipa and bamboo 
houses with corrugated sheet metal roofs. This sheet 
metal is often used by the stove makers. 


AN EYE TO THE ARTISTIC, 


The native stove workers of the country are not 
without their unique ideas concerning artistic effects. 

There is no telling to what extreme the native will 
go when he gets his mind to working along the de- 
signing line. Although there is absolutely no use for 
a fireside or a fireplace, the native sometimes finds oc- 
casion to pattern a design like that shown in Fig. 11. 
I saw this in the home of a native rice grower, of 
wealth, whose sons had been to Spain for an educa- 
tion, and the sons sent the father a photograph of their 
rooms in Spain,and a fireplace was in one of the rooms. 
So the father had the fireplace designed and placed in 
one of the rooms of his house. But the native idea 
got to work on it and topped off the side stands with 
hideous heads carved in mahogany. These heads were 
fitted with protruding teeth of animals and the effect 
was startling. The grating is the only metal portion. 
Of course the grate is for show and not for use. I also 
observed some of the natives worked out really good 
designs in some of the pottery work for fireplaces. 
One of the bricks is shown in Fig. 12. All of the de- 
sign work is executed by hand and represents consid- 
erable labor and patience. I think that there is quite 
a good future for stoves in the islands and am sure 
that considerable business could be done. 
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An imporatnt decision on the right to strike was

YOUNG’S COMBINATION STRAINER AND 

CUT-OFF.

The accompanying cuts show Young’s combination 
strainer and cut-off, and also the Young strainer manu- 
factured by the Young Mfg. Co.. 
Bellevue, Ia. This fits both cor- 
rugated and plain pipe. It leaves 
the conductor pipe in a_ straight 
line, and the body, being of one 
piece, cannot break in two. The 
parts are not only well soldered, 
but strongly riveted also. It does 
not require the use of levers, 
clamps nor springs to turn the 
water on or off, consequently 
there are none to break off. The 
action is positive—the water is 
either on or off—and it can be 
Cut-Off Closed. seen at a glance, which it is. 
There are no parts to be broken by ice, and if frozen 
it can be thawed very easily by pouring hot water 
: through the strainer. The raised 
or ribbed corrugations in the strain- 
er prevent flat refuse, such as 
leaves, etc., from lying flat on the 
strainer, the water passing under, 
raising same up and throwing it 
out. The strainer is not removable, 
being perfect in construction, and 
it is firmly soldered, thus insuring 
its always being in place when 
needed. The cut-off requires no el- 
bow to turn the water away when 
waste. When it is specially desired 
to connect waste water to sewer 
pipe enough is cut from the top of 
a 45-degree conductor elbow for cut-off to drop in. 
This also leaves an opening or ventilator for the sewer 
~= gas to escape without entering the 
conductor pipe. Tight connections 
to sewers, in spite of sewer traps (if 
there are any), make a foul vent 
of the conductor pipe, as the water 
in the traps not only becomes putrid 
and stagnant, but evaporates and 
emits sewer gases, which condense 
and adhere to the inside of con- 
ductor only to be washéd into the 
cistern with the first rain. 

The Young strainer also shown 
follows the same general lines as 
the combination strainer and cut- 
off, without the cut-off feature.

FIGURE I 
is a combination of crescent, star and diamond, drawn 
to a scale of one and one-half feet to the inch, gives 
the first an outer sweep of thirteen and one-half feet, 
which may be made with a cord or thin wire.

The inner circle is formed by placing the center pin 
back from the center, but on line with it, a distance 
equal to the width wanted from “A” to “B.” The 
edges should be level with the lawn for ease in mov- 
ing, and the center line “C” should be raised, rounding 
the crescent. 

A five-point star is developed by placing the center 
pin at “A” and having a wire to reach the desired 
length of “B,” after which a circle is formed and

marked off at five equal points, at which places pins 
are placed. The points of the star are outlined by 
bringing a cord around the pins, as shown by Fig. 4. 

The diamond of pleasing proportions, as shown, is 
putlined with outer point directed toward the bottom 
of the crescent and measuring three feet in length by 




















two and one-fourth feet wide. These lengths are 


described at right angle to each other, and a line drawn 
from the points of same forms the border edge. 
THE DOUBLE STAR 


“of Fig. 2 is developed by following the plan otitlined 
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for a single star, with the length of the points of the 
inner star two-thirds that of the larger. 

The development of a heart is first proceeded with 
by drawing a line from “A” to “A” of length desired 
and spaced into one-quarter sections, the compass is 
used to describe the top half circle by placing one point 
at the dot “B.” The bottom curve is then outlined by 
setting the dividers from point “A” to “A” and form- 
ing the curved lines “A” “C.” 

FIGURE 3 
is outlined after the manner as above described, and 
the Maltese cross formed from measurements by the 
scale. 

All the work should be as near even or level with the 
lawn as the nature of the ground will admit, It is 
suggested that all be raised in the center and round- 
ing toward the edges, with the edges of the sod raised 
a few inches in a slight curve toward the border line, 
lending a graceful effect and not interfering with the 
use of the mower. 

Larger plants may be used for thé centers, graduat- 
ing to the smallest for points and border line.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


Considerable excitement was created in this market 
a week or so ago by the announcement that some 
southern furnaces had reduced price of Southern No. 2 
Foundry to basis of $17.50 Birmingham for shipments 
to the west and $16.50 Birmingham for shipments to 
the seaboard. 

_How far-reaching this will be, and whether all the 
southern furnaces will fall into line, is a matter of 
epnjecture only. 

It will depend on the condition of their respective 
order books. 

The motive for this radical change is not entirely 
clear, although it has been felt for sometime that some 
re-adjustment of prices was contemplated. 

It may result in encouraging buyers to hold off their 
purchases, expecting a further decline. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that the fur- 
naces making this reduction were amply able to hold 
to the old price had they been so disposed, and were 
certainly not forced to it by accumulated stocks. 

Much interest has been displayed as to the effect of 
this reduction on other classes of iron. 

A little further observation will be necessary before 
formation of any definite opinion in this direction. 

There is no reason why it should affect them, as it 
is a well known fact that local Lake Superior coke 
furnaces are very comfortably booked ahead and will 
easily be able to sell what they can make during the 
balance of the year. 

Shipments of coke are somewhat heavier and prices 
lower than last reported. 


BARS. 

While buying is not so active as this time last year, 
a very fair tonnage has been placed with the mills dur- 
ing the week. In good sized contracts, common bar 
iron is being sold on the basis of 1.80c Chicago, though 
on smaller orders $1 to $2 a ton more is asked. While 
the inquiry for steel from implement concerns on this 
year’s requirements is heavy, only a small proportion 
of them have placed their contracts, the larger ones 
holding out for a possible rebate from present prices. 
It is stated that they are seeking to place their con- 
tracts for the year commencing July next on the same 
basis as last year, which was at $2.30 per ton less than 
present quotations. 





GLASS. 

The recent report alluding to a probable shut 
down on April 18 of the majority of factories has be- 
come an assured fact. All the window glass fac- 
tories in the United States, except concerns whose 
total capacity does not exceed 300 pots, have agreed 
to close on the above date. No time is set for start- 
ing in the fall and it will probably depend largely 
upon: the condition of the market. Large stocks, the

the policy of dealers not to buy beyend their present 
requirements may tend to prevent an immediate ad- 
vance in prices. This will probably come later in 
the season, when assortments in manufacturers’ 
hands become broken. From present indications 
prices will go no lower if the factories fulfill their 
agreement to close down on April 18.
